Your  "Worship,  iss  Ploman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Hare horn  for  the  year  1942. 

ino  ^irth  rate  20  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  15.0,  the  rate 
i or  England  and  wales,  is  the  highest  for  some  years.  Thero  has  also  been 
a  rise  in  the  death  rate  from  10.6  to  13.7  por  1,000  population,  the  figure 
for.  England  and  Halos  being  11.6. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Iho  number  of  cases  of  infoctious  disease  woro  fow  and  there  wore  no  doaths 
due  to  this  causo.  'Jith  the  exception  of  pneumonia,  which  is  highor  as  in 
tho  previous  year,  the  notification  rates  for  infectious  diseases  are  much 
lower  than  those  for  England  and  Halos. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scabios  and  verminous  conditions  reported  wore 
loss  than  the  previous  year,  although  probably  higher  than  in  poaco-time. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  those  conditions  at  tho  First  Aid  Post 
Masonic  hall  continuo  to  function  satisfactorily;  tho  Council  are  in  this 
rcsroct  indobtod  to  the-  menbors  of  tho  St.  John  Nursing  Division  who  give 
their  sorvicas  voluntarily  for  tho  carrying  out  of  treatment  of  casos. 

oatisfactory  progress  was  made  undor  tho  Council's  schome  for  immunisatio 
of  children  against  diphtheria.  At  the  end  of  tho  year  tho  porcentago  of 
tho  child  population  undor  5  years  of  ago  immunised  had  risen  from  43,7  to  56;'] 
and  in  tho  ago  group  5  to  15  years  tho  rise  yras  from  50;*  to  70>«  Tho 
Council  have  appealed  to  parents  through  the  pros s,  and  by  moans  of  posters 
and  lot.kf lots  to  take  advantage  of  their  scheme  for  tho  froc  immunisation  of 
their  children.  I  anticipate  a  bigger  increase  in  the  numbers  of  children 
immunised,  in  the  coning  year.  There  woro  no  casos  of  diphtheria  notified 
in  children  who  had  been  immunised. 

Two  new  casos  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year; 
there  was  one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Thero  wore  no  now  casos 
or  deaths  fron  non -pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  Borough's  water  supply  was  adequate  for  all  purposes  and  of  satis¬ 
factory  bacteriological  purity.  Details  of  bacteriological  tosts  on  samples  1 
arc  given  in  the  body  of  the  roport. 

Tho  quality  of  milk  supplied  in  tho  district  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
adversely  affected  by  war-time  restrictions.  Most  of  tho  milk  is  produced 
outsido  tho  arou.  No  graded  milk  other  than  accredited  milk  is  sold* 
Accredited  milk  cannot  be  regardod  as  any  safer  than  an  ungraded  milk  as 
far  as  the  transmission  of  organisms  which  causo  disease  is  concerned. 
Approximately  25>i  of  tho  milk  distributed  ir.  tho  area  is  pasteurised  but  is 
not  sold  as  such. 

Housing  conditions  in  the  Borough  aro  comparatively  speaking  good. 

There  area  number  of  housos  which  do  not  come  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of 
fitness  for  human  habitation  and  which  should  be  replaced  when  more  normal 
conditions  return.  To  cases  of  overcrowding  wero  roportod  during : the  year. 

I  should  like .to  oxpross  my  thanks  to  yoursolvos  for  your  consideration 
and  support  and  also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  co-operation  and  tho 
efficient  manner  in  which  ho  carried  out  his  dutios  during  tho  year.
